APPLICANTS’ OBJECTION, 

Mr. W. Lowry, K.C. (instructed bz Messrs. 
Turnbull and Co.), who appeared for Messrs. 
Catherwood, said that their objection was 
to the combined train and ’bus season tickets 
which were availzble for travel by both 
systems at a charge in scme cases of 25 per 
— additional to the ‘bus season éada 
rate. 
These tickets, counsel added, allowed the 
holders u limited travel by rail, in addition 
to the journeys which they were entitled to 
make by ‘bus. 
Mr. Lowry t!en proceeded to give the 
costs of the weekly tickets between Belfast 
and Antrim. The ‘bus fare was 10s., the 
railway fare 9s. 5d., and a combined ticket 
was now available for 10s. 6d. Between 
Belfast and Ballymena the ’bus fare was 
lós., the Tailway fare 12s. 5d., and the 
combined ticket 13s. 8d. As regards monthly 
tickets between Belfast and Antrim, the 
bus fare was 40s., the railway 33s. 9d., and 
the combined ticket 42s. 


COUNSEL’S CONTENTION. 

Counsel gave othér fares, and said that 
this additional inducement of unlimited travel 
for what was really a nominal charge must 
inevitably crecte a very great advantage for 
the London, Midland and Scottish over 
Messrs. Catherwood. 

Mr. Lowry contended that this scheme was 
a striking departure from the principles laid 
down by the Tribunal. Rail fares, as such, 
were outside the jurisdiction of the Tribunal, 
but he contended that a rail fare, plus a 
‘bus fare was not a rail fare. The efforts 
of the Tribunal would be nullified by ‘the 
adontion of such a device. 

He suggested that the Tribunal should 
deal with this in one of two ways—either to 
require the abolition of these tickets, which 
would be drastic, or to require an additional 
charge for rail facilities in keeping with 
the benefit bestowed, and he suggested an 
iacrease of 75 per cent. 


RAILWAY’S EXPERIENCE. 
Mr. Murphy said that the experience of 
the London, MidJand and Scottish was that 
the number of people who availed themselves 
of these tickets was extraordinarily limited.

THREE MEN INJURED. 


EXPLOSION AT COAL 
BY-PRODUCT WORKS. 


Three men were injured, two being detained 
in hospital in a serious condition, as the result 
of an explosion followed by a fire in one ot 
the six condensers at the by-product plant at 
the Shelton Iron and Steel and Coal Com- 
pany’s works at Stoke-on-Trent last night. 

The men detained in hospital were Francis 
Wilshaw (24), a fitter’s labourer, of Brook- 
house lane, Hanley, shock and burns; and 
Frederick Parkes (29), fitter’s labourer, of 
Longton, shock and burns. Joseph Harrison, 
fitter’s labourer, of Stoke, received severe 
burns to the hands and feet. He was able to 
go home after treatment. 

The men were repairing a forty-foot high 
condenser, and were on the staging twenty 
feet from the ground, when a terrific explosion 
flung them to the ground. “ A large tank, used 
as a water cooler device on the top of the 
condenser, was blown off and flames from coal 
gas leaped into the air. 

The explosion could be heard a mile away. 
In crashing to the ground the tank fractured 
a thirteen-inch coal gas main, which also burst 
into flames, and but for the prompt action of 
the works fire brigade the remainder of the 
containers (they are in three pairs) might have 
been involved, and the lives of a Jarge num- 
ber of the men working in the vicinity en- 
dangered., 

The main was immediately shut off. and 
the works fire brigade, assisted by the Stoke- 
on-Trent Brigade, extinguished the flames.

FREE STATE'S QUOTA 
EXHAUSTED. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


T was officially announced in Belfast to- 
day that the quota of pigs from the Free 
State, whether dead or alive, was ex- 

hausted last Saturday. As a result no further 
see either of live or dead pork or bacon 
will be brought from the Free State into 
Northern Ireland until after November 1. 

The difficulty in regard to the Northern 
ig marketing scheme was largely due to the 
arge number of pigs which Northern curers 
purchased across the border in the Irish Free 
State, with the result that Northern farmers 
and pig producers were unable to sell their 
dead pigs in the Northern markets at the 
fixed price of 58s, per cwt. It is estimated 
that with the export bounty added Northern 
curers were able to purchase pigs in the Free 
State, pay the duty and the cost of transport 
to Belfast and yet secure the supplies at 12s. 
to 15s. per cwt. less than if they had bought 
in the Northern markets. 

Owing to the large number of pigs pur- 

chased the quota of Irish Free State pigs 
allowed under the quota scheme has been ex- 
hausted. It also is stated that there may be 
a substantial reduction in the quota permitted 
to Free State pig exports after November 1. 
It also is officially confirmed that the bacon 
quota will be further reduced by 16 per cent. 
as from November 4. 


MARKET FOR DUNGANNON. 


Following the interview with the Pig 
Marketing Board last Friday, Dungannon 
Urban Council has lost no time in making 
arrangements to establish a live pig market 
in Dungannon, and the Town Clerk (Mr. W. 
J. Beatty) and a special committee have made 
arrangements to forward from 100 to 200 live 
pigs weekly to Belfast. Both the Board and 
the Council have received numerous requests 
for particulars of the establishment of live pig 
markets. 
Although the Urban Council only made the 
announcement on Saturday evening, yesterday 
farmers crowded the Council Room from an 
early hour, and at noon 162 pigs were listed 
for the opening of the market. 


DONEGAL FARMERS HIT.

The result of the exhaustion of the pig 
quota from the Free State will hit Donegal 
farmers, who, unlike other parts of the Free 
State, are dependent on Northern Ireland 
curers to relieve them of supplies. 

A prominent Derry curer told me to-night 
that at present the whole position, both in 
regard to the Free State and the Marketing 
Board, is appalling. Everybody is groping 
for a way out. 


PIG STATISTICS. 


For the week ended October 19, 1933, the 
number of pigs bought in the Free State for 
@iring and live pigs exported was 23,575. 
The total for the previous week was 24,520; 
and for the week before that 19,767. The 
figure for the week ended October 20, 1932, 
was 25,722. For the 42 weeks ended October 
19, 1933, 717,360 pigs were purchased or ex- 
ported, as compared with 760,597 for the 
same be of 1932, and 852,381 for 1931. 

In Northern Ireiand the total number of 
pigs purchased or exported in the week ended 
October 19, 1933, was 13,261; the comparative 
figures for the two preceding weeks being 
7,869 and 6,096. In 1932 the total was 
10,487.

‘Think of that crime in all its details—the 
number of men, their guns, their masks, the 
tims of night, on the one hand; on the other, 
the men, women and children inside never 
dreaming that death was near: then the 
volleys tinging out in the silence, the wounds, 


the blood and the _ screams. When 
all these things are considered the 
crime seems blacker than the blackest 


deeds of the ‘Black and Tans,’ and surpasses 
In savage cruelty the bloodiest of the bloody 
deeds of blondy Sunday. We have reason 
to believe,” continued the reverend preacher. 
“that strangers came into the parish for the 
perpetration of this crime, and we have a 
reasonable fear that they got at least some 
assistance from some few ih the parish.” 

Mr. P. Hogan, T.D., referring to the 
outrage, said:—‘‘ This is only one of the 
examples of the policy that is being put into 
operation all over the country. The country 
is going against the present Government, and 
they are attempting to hold it and to stem 
the tide by blackguardism and intimidation.’’ 


INDIAN POLICY. 


DEBATE ON WHITE PAPER, 


Sir Alfred Watson, editor of the Caleutta 
Statesman, debated at Alton, Hants, last 
night, with Sir Louis Stuart, a former Indian 
Chief Justice, on the motion, which was lost 
15 votes to 13, “ That this House would 
welcome a Constitution for India on the kmes 
of the White Paper.”’ , 

Proposing the motion, Sir Alfred Watson 
said that all the opposition to the White 
Paper was of the kind of “ that pitiful 
evasion’’ which said that it was prepared to 
accept the Simon Commission report without 
the transfer of law and order. That was as 
bad as saying that one might be in favour 
of a powerful navy, provided the ships were 
given no guns. No proposition could be 
more absurd than to i gi a people the power 
to make its law and refuse them the only 
force by which a law could be senforeed. 

Sir Louis Stuart, opposing the motion, 
appealed for the suspension of judgment, and 
pointed out that if self-government were given 
to India, it would be given to a people who 
had not the intelligence to use it. He cited 
cases of maladministration in the . Indian 
municipalities, and stressed the Me that if 
the Indian people were not, able to govern 
themselves iocally, he could not. see how they 
could govern themselves nationally. . 

Sir Louis Stuart spent forty years in the 
‘Indian Civil Service, his last post before his 
retirement in 1930 being that of Chief Judge 
of Oudh Chief Court.

The Rubber Dollar. 

Opinion in the United States is divided 
upon President Roosevelt's latest recipe 
for national prosperity. Since his advent 
to power the new President has been 
experimenting freely .in economic and 
financial innovations. His ““ N.R.A.”’ 
accompanied by the 
organised fervour of a Welsh revival. All 
the resources of American publicity have 
‘been pressed into the Government's 
service. ‘‘ Stunts’’ of every kind have 
been arranged, and within a few months 
an army of organisers, stump orators and 
“ Ballyhoo '” men has been launched on 
the Republic in a desperate effort to pre- 
vent the inexorable processes of economic 
law. Somebody told Mr. Roosevelt that, if 
he could increase the price levels of 
primary commodities, all would be well; 
and he gave instructions that prices must 
be raised. He immediately ran up against 
a formidable array of vested interests ; but, 
encouraged, no doubt, by the apparent 
success of European dictators, he refused 
to compromise, and insisted on the com- 
plete observance of his programme. The 
strike of farmers in the Middle West ought 
to convince the President that the 
American people cannot be dragooned into 
prosperity. 

Mr. Roosevelt, however, refuses to be 
discouraged. On Monday morning he 
made a broadcast announcement which has 
thrown down a definite challenge to Wall 
street. A Reconstruction Finance UCor- 
poration will be established for the purpose 
of transactions in gold. This body will buy 
gold that is mined in the United States at 
pre-determined, but varying, prices, and 
will sell supplies at certain times in the 
world market. President Roosevelt hopes 
in this way to be able to bring about a 
measure of inflation without the printing 
of paper money; for he will increase or 
reduce the gold content of the domestic 
dollar in proportion to reductions or rises 
in the general level of prices. Thus internal 
prices will be controlled by means of the 
“ rnbber dollar ’’—as the cynics already 
have dubbed it. If, and when, prices 
reach the level at which the President is 
aiming—namely, that which existed in 
1926—the process will cease, and, pre- 
sumably, a free market in gold will be 
established. It is a daring plan, but the 
President believes that he can control 
the external value of American currency 
through its scientific ‘‘management’’ at 
home. He hopes to create a commodity | 
dollar, which will have a virtually stable 
purchasing power in the United States. 
He is determined, however, first of all, 
to bring about a general rise in prices ; 
and he estimates that the completion of 
his programme may demand a period of 
three years. eS 

Experiments in currency always are 
dangerous, and President Roosevelt has 
ignored both the Treasury and the Federal 
Reserve Bank, thereby offending a large 
and very powerful section of finan- 
cial opinion in the United States. Already 
he has incurred the hostility of several of 


i 


now he will find himself opposed by those 
Wall street interests which have been 
manipulating the United States currency 
ever since he abandoned the gold standard. 
He will be attacked, too, by all the 
exponents of orthodox finance, and 
investors will regard his interference with 
the dollar as an essay in State Socialism. 
One cannot but admire President Roose- 
velt; for he is sacrificing his poli- 
tical popularity in a cause which he 
believes to be just. For that reason he 
commands international respect; but 
neither inflation nor deflation, open or 
disguised, can restore the prosperity of 
the United States. The key to recovery 
lies in the world market and in a general 
reduction of tariff walls. Until the laws 
of supply and demand are allowed to work 
freely again, the United States, in 
common with the other producing coun- 
tries, must continue to suffer. A rubber 
dollar will not enrich the people, just as 
a rubber loaf would not feed them.

Holidays in Ireland. 
When winter comes all but a specialised 


summer braveries and retire inte a seven 
months’ desuetude. Yet they ought not to 
be in a state of coma during this period. 
It is no longer sufficient to lie back 
and wait for custom; the winter is 
the time when the resorts ought to 
be doing their hardest work. Every 
week between October and March brings 
tidings of some new schemes set in hand 
by the great and showy Britigh resorts 
for the attraction of summer visitors—a 
new promenade here, a new park there, a 
new and ‘‘mammoth” palais de danse 
somewhere else. These are the things 
that influence people as they ponder 
in the dimness of winter over the problem | 
of next year’s holiday. We wonder if our 
Irish resorts are sufficiently alive to the 
need of constant self-improvement. How 


such an Irish resort is preparing such-and- 
such an attraction for visitors. Here in 
Ireland, indeed, we have a wealth of 
natural loveliness that few countries can 
equal, and fewer can surpass; but we must 
recognise that only a very limited body of 
holiday-makers is content with the un- 
spoiled charm of sea and mountain and 
glen. Ireland can offer the sportsman the 
finest sport in the world, and she can 
provide the elderly tourist, who desires 
nothing more than a qui¢t time, with in- 
comparable surroundings. The world of 
holiday-makers, however, is not composed 
of sporting people and of people in bath- 


‘|chairs. Eighty per cent. of it consists of 
| “ordinary ’’ persons, young and middle- 


aged, who wish to bathe, to dance, to 
admire and to be admired during their too 
brief vacation; and, if they cannot obtain 
those pleasures in Ireland, they will go 
somewhere else. The number of Irish 
resorts that make a serious effort to 
contend with the English holiday-places 
can be counted on the fingers of one hand. 
If our country really wishes to attract a 
tourist traffic, it is high time that she 
should become ‘‘ resort-minded.’’ Judicious 
co-operation between the district councils, 
the hotels and the amusement purveyors 
could do a great deal of good. We have 
no desire that Ireland should evolve into 
a ‘sort of glorified Palm Beach, as Mr. H. 
G. Wells sees her in his “ dream of the 
future ”; but she must cease to rely ex- 
clusively on nature for the allurement of 
visitors, and must give them some, at 
least, of the entertainments that they 
demand. eas 3

Back to the Guild. 


A “‘care-free’’ spectacle in Herr 
Hitler’s Germany must be very unusual, 
but so the Correspondent of The Times 
describes ‘‘Craftsmen’s Sunday’ at 
Berlin. For eight hours last Sunday the 
various crafts, with their bands, banners 
and tableaux, marched through the city; 
actors and watchers alike, forgetting 
politics, recaptured the simple gaiety of 
Hans Sachs and his compeers. The lace- 
makers jeered at the laundry-workers ; the 
horse-butchers told the citizens that they 
ate more horse than they would ever know. 
Sunday’s gathering marked the end of a 
national ‘‘ Handicraft Week,” which had 
a particular significance in view of the 
Nazi Government's political reforms. 
Working on the Fascist model, Herr Hitler 
proposes to replace'the devices of modern 
democracy with a system of corporative 
organisation. All small craftsmen are 
now organised into a special “ estate ” of 
the new corporative body. Already the 
Government has passed laws which limit 
both the entrance of apprentices into the 
crafts and the number of businesses active 
in the whole Reich. By the encourage- 
ment of medizval dress and guild banners 
it appeals to the deeply-rooted tradition of 
the country where the old guild system 
achieved its greatest glories. To revive 
interest in the handicraftsman’s welfare 
and pride is a definite part of the Govern- 
ment’s policy. Henceforward in Germany, 
as in Italy, the artisan’s share in politics 
will be collective rather than personal ; his 
first concern will be the honour of his 
corporation, and he will influence Govern- 
ments—as the old guilds influenced kings 
and emperors—through that corporation’s 
joint wisdom and joint ideals. Of course, 
the Italian and German plan violates all 
the theories of modern democracy: it 
relegates “ one man one vote ” to the vast 
limbo of discredited experiments. Can we 
be surprised, however, that this new plan 
of vocational representation has increasing 
attractions for thoughtful Irishmen? When 
we contemplate the scandal of Labour 
politics in the Free State—when we see a 
Government of unemployment kept in 
office by a Labour party—may we not say 
at least that any change must be for the 
better ? i 
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A Challenge, 


Either the women of Germany are 
extremely long-suffering in the cause of 
their country or Chancellor Hitler is an 
exceptionally bold man. His latest blow 
for nationality is directed against Paris 
fashions. A special fashion institute will be 
founded in Berlin, which will decide what 
the correct modes for German women must 
be. Paris models will be replaced’ by frocks 
of a strictly Teutonic type, and the French 
names which have been employed hitherto 
by the modistes will be banished. The 
latter change, in all probability, will 
be not unwelcome; but we wonder 
what kind of reception will greet the 
effort to dictate fashion to the matrons 
and maids of the Fatherland. Paris's pre- 
eminence in the matter of frocks is a thing 
that has been unquestioned for many years, 
Save on occasions, with very limited suc- 
cess, by such an upstart aspirant as Holly- 
wood. If the German woman, like all other 
women, is convinced that the height of 
modishness can be reached only by way of 
Paris, it will take more than the fulmina- 
tions of the Nazi headquarters to content 
her with the home-conceived and home- 
manufactured article. We foresee sulks in 
the domestic interior, tantrums in the 
boudoir. Perhaps, however, the difference 
between the old frocks and the new frocks 
will be insignificant. If the ukase merely 
requires that the German woman hence- 
forward shall be dressed in Germari-made 
frocks, little harm will have been done. 
If, on the other hand, Herr Hitler intends 
that Germany shall return to modes strictly 
Teutonic—say, on the lines of a Wagnerian 
Brunnhilde’s trappings—the revolt may be 
swift and sudden. —

' THE ECONOMIC WAR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sm,—As one of those who supported 
Fianra Fail all through its political existence, 
may I express my views on the present post- 
tion in the Saorstat? It seems to me that 
the populace “in this country are being 
expluited by politicians for their own private 
ends. Let me review the events of the past 
in order to bear out my contention. 

In the year 1931 the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Government ruled the country. Amy person 
with his eyes open must have realised that a 
change of Government was imminent, that 
the new Government to replace Mr. 
Cosgrave’s administration would be led by 
Mr. de Valera, and that he would carry out 
the programme outlined by him many times 
during the latter portion of that year. That 
is to say, he would abolish the Oath and 
‘retain the land annuities, the former on legal! 
right, and the latter on alleged moral and 
legal right. Time goes on, and in the year 
1982 Fianna Fail, under Mr. de Valera, took 
over the administration of the country, and 
immediately set about carrying out their pro- 
gramme of abolishing the Oath, and declaring 
that they would retain the annuities due to 
be paid to England in the month of May in 
that year. The Oath was abolished; English 
statesmen protested, but no action was taken. 
England knew we had a right to abolish the 
Oath under the provisions of the Act of West- 
minster. In January, 1933, the Dail was 
dissolved, Fianna Fail going to the country 
on the question of retention of the land 
annuities; and, as we all know, Mr. de 
Valera was re-elected President of the Dail 
in March, 1933. ° | 

England had at this time placed tariffs op 
our cattle, but the people were told by the 
politicians that, if Fianna Fail won the 
election, the settlement of the economic war 
was only a matter of weeks at the outside. 
What has been the result? The tariffs have 
been increased and extended to all exports, 
and the people are actually paying England 
to receive and consume t exports. -Apart 
from the foregoing, the ple are obliged to 

v tariffs on aeaticnle al imports, and. 
inasmuch as all these tariffs are coming from 
the same source, it is only a question of time 
when that source becomes exhausted. 

Who are to blame for all this? Is it Fianna 
Fail? To a certain extent, yes, but altogether, 
no. Mr. Cosgrave’s administration is equally 
to blame. at administration foresaw the 
a se situation, and even foretold what 
‘ngland would do. They were aware of the 
Secret Agreement, and they left it secret 
until it was dug out of the archives of Dail 
Eireann after Mr. Thomas’s assertion that 
such an agreement existed. Why did they not 
disclose this document in 1931? Again, on 
the eve of the poll at the last general election. 
Mr. Cosgrave issued a promise to settle the 
economic war in three days, and to halve 
the annuities the farmer would pay in the 
future. Why did he not do so before he went 
out of office? Are the populace to assume 
that he wished them to undergo great hard. 
ships in the interval, and then use this 
weapon as a lever to compel them to return 
him to power at a later date? | 

I do not even suggest that the present 
administration has any dishonest motives in 
exploiting its present programme. In theory 
it may be excellent, but im practice it is 
totally impracticable, and is having the effect 
of forcing the middle class in this country 
into. financial ruin. ‘The people have no 
grievance against the personnel of the present 
administration ; it is their policy that is being 
objected to. . The question is: What is the 
remedy? The answer is: Settle the economic 
war. ere Is no use in saying: “ You elected 
us to retain the land annuities.” We know 
we did, but you told us that England would 
not dare to impose tariffs on our cattle and 
produce ; and, when they did, you told us 
that, if we won the last election, the tariff 
war would be settled. We put you in charge 
of the ship, but she is running on to 
dangerous rocks, and surely we are entitled 
to ask you to alter your course. | 

I believe that this question with England 
could be settled on an honourable basis. 
England is our best customer, and we are a 
very good customer of hers. It is silly to sav 
that, if we give way in this respect, England 
will impose further tariffs in another direc- 
tion. If England hated Ireland as much as 
that, why does she not reconquer the country”? 
Will some body of citizens get together and 
reason with both sides in politics, and stop 
this mud-slinging that is filling the pages of

Srr,—I have been reading in vour r 
for the past few days about the avis of ao 
what the merchant should pay and what he 
Should receive for the stocks he is certain 
and sure to have on hand on June Oth next. 
It seems to be worth nobody’s while to con- 
sult the farmer on the matter, although it 
Is we who have to do all the work and take 
all the risk. Does Dr. Ryan imagine for 
one moment that first grade white oats can 
be produced _and delivered at 9s. a barrel? 
If he does, his knowledge of tilling is in some 
respects like Sam Weller’s knowledge of 
London—it is peculiar, but does not seem as 
extensive. 

Since 1 was a small boy I have heard it 
quoted, when the farmer had to take some 
of the third barrel to make £1, that it was 
time to stop growing oats. If that was true 
then, how much more so is it now, when costs 
have been more than doubled? Our very plough- 
fittings and horse-shoes are twice the price, 
and the cost of a day s threshing knocks about 
2s a barrel off the corn. 

It is no use growing oats or anything else 
unless it will pay to feed with it; for all 
crops are produced for that object, either by 
the grower or someone else, and at the present 
price of every animal on the farm, from the 
modest hen to the weight-carrying five-year- 
old hunter, nobody can do so. Therefore the 
merchants, and ultimately the Government, 
will have all the good corn on hand, while 
we can, I sup , Mend our roadways with 
the screenings. Stall-fed bullocks at £1 a 
cwt., pigs at ó4ás., and a made hunter at £50 
will not pay for much. . pkgs 
There is no use in pulling against economic 
facts, and we are just living m the hope that 
those yrices will soon be ended. If they are 
going to be permanent, the whole country will 

ave to trim its sails according to the wind: 
Our labour, rent, rates, social services, 
civil services, cost of living, etc., will have 
to be reduced hy more than half. No farmer, 
or his farm either, ever got rich by selling

Unemployment Insurance. 


The Government Unemployment Jn. 
surance Bill will be introduced as soon as 
Parliament -re-assembk. It wil! jo 
printed and circulated, but will be held 
over to the new session, when it will he re. 
introduced, and a second reading delate 
will be taken as soon as the debate on tha 
Address is over. It is hoped by this 
method to ascertain the strength of the 
opposition which is certain to be offered to 
the new proposals. The Labour Party 
will oppose strenuously some of the 
changes, while opposition is expected from 
other quarters. The bill is likely to pro- 
vide that those people who are found un. 
employable shall be left to the local 
authorities to deal with. and on this point 
there will be a great deal of discussion. 
One feature of the measure wil! be that 
the solvency of the Insurance Fund is to 
be safeguarded thoroughly, though there 
will be trouble about the many workers 
who exhaust their right to benefit. The pro- 
vision to be made to meet these cases 
probably will cause much contention, and: 
in fact, there are many important points 
about the bill which will arouse 
controversy. 


The Priee of Bacon. 


The sharp fall in the wholesale price of 
imported bacon, which amounts to as 
much as 14s. a cwt. in three weeks, coin- 
cides with the inauguration of the English 
bacon-marketing scheme, but the fall 1s 
only partly attributed to the scheme. It 
is believed to be due to the fact that so 
many farmers had been waiting for the 
commencement of the scheme that the in- 
creased home supplies were far above what 
may be considered the normal. Now that 
the first rush is over, home supplies are 
expected to show some falling off for tiie 
next few weeks. Violent fluctuations in 
price are not desired by any section of the 
trade, and it is believed that the price oí 
imported bacon will show a recovery with 
the increased demand following a return 
to the normal level of home supplies 


Disarmament in Excelsis. 


The Leader of the Opposition in the 
House of Commons has some striking 
theories which, if put into practice, would 
mean the end of the British Empire. Asked 
what he would do if he were dictator, he 
replied that he would close every recruit- 
ing station, disband the Army, dismantle 
the Navy, and dismiss the Air Force. He 
would abolish the whole dreadful equip- 
ment of war, and would say to the world: 
“Do your worst.” He thinks that the 


that England would not become a third- 
class Power, as some people think. She 
would be the strongest, the greatest, and 
"the safest country in the world. Mr. 
Lansbury also believes that England with- 
out a weapon in her hands would stil! 
keep the Empire under her flag. The 
Labour Party is going to launch a great 
peace campaign to stir the people to the 
necessity of action against war.

Post Office Research. 


The Scientific Research Station at Dollis 
Hill, opened by the Prime Minister to- 
day, is the most modern scientific work- 
Shop of its kind in the world. It is de- 
voted exclusively to the uses of the Post 
Office, and will be the scene of experi- 
mental developments of communication 
services, linkirg up this country with the 
world’s telephone subscribers. It forms a 
great three-storey building, covering eight 
acres, and has cost about £150.000. The 
staff numbers 218, including 95 research 
engineers, while the apparatus contained 
in the building is unique. There are 
many curious devices, which are used in 
special circumstances. One is an echo 
Suppressor, which prevents speech-waves 
from returning to the speaker and setting 
up unpleasant echoes over long-distance 
circuits, while another is an all steel 
chamber for testing radio sets where at- 
mospherics and other outside disturbances 
cannot affect them. Mir. Ramsay Mac- 
donald also inspected the training school, 
equipped with up-to-date models of all 
types of automatic telephone exchanges 
and scientific apparatus. The value of 
the work done at the station saved the

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
POLICY, 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—-Mr. Roosevelt has been pressed 
from many quarters for months past to 
give the world some plain indication of 
his monetary policy.. Only when he did 
so, it was urged, could finance and business 
recover the confidence necessary for 
He has now spoken, but his 
critics appear as dissatisfied as ever. 
Thev are in the same doubt over what he 
means, and, so far as they think they 
have fathomed his meaning, they do not 
like it. There are certainly ambiguities, 
and even what would appear to be con- 
tradictions in the speech, as it has been 
reported in this country; and the con- 
fusion in the American interpretations 
would seem to rule out the explanation of 
faulty transmission. Whereas the Presi- 
dent in one passage promises a sound 
currency, and announces that the dollar 
will be re-valued after price Jevels have 
been restored, in other words he says he 
is continuing to move towards a managed 
currency, and proclaims his determination 
to seek and to maintain a dollar which 
will not change its purchasing or debt- 
paying power during the _ succeeding 
generation. Of course, he may attach a 
meaning of his own to the terms he uses; 
but, as generally accepted, sound currency 
means currency having a fixed value in 
terms of gold, and to revalue the dollar 
means to give it a new gold content. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s immediate task is to 
raise prices, particularly agricultural 
prices, before attempting to stabilise them, 
proceeds The Times. Such has been his 
proclaimed intention all along, in order 
to lighten the burden of debt pressing 
upon all the producing elements of the 
nation. As a matter of fact, he claims 
that he has already made considerable 
progress in this task. He declares, for 
example, not only so employment, has 
been found for at least four million out 
of the twelve or thirteen million people 
who. were without work a few months ago, 
but also that, on an average, the farmer 
is receiving more money by a third for his 
crops this year than in 1932. Prices, 
however, are now flagging, and in some 
commodities a great part of what had 
been gained has been lost within the past 
few. weeks, . 
Among many indications which justify 
anxiety, the personality of the President 
remains the sheet anchor of public con- 
fidence. There is no sign that he is in 
the least flurried or dismayed by the 
difficulties which beset him, not all of 
which can have been unforeseen; and 
there is equally no sign yet of any 
diminution of the faith reposed in him 
personally by the people, however critical 
they may have become of some of the 
features of his policy, and of some of the 
agencies of his administration.

Colonel Lindbergh’s machine was 
observed near Midleton just before three 
o'clock, and it followed the back channel 
behind Great Island on to Cork, and then 
westwards to Kerry, before continuing the 
flight to Galway. While the machine was 
flying over the back channel to the north 
of Queenstown observers noticed that the 
pilot slowed up and descended close to 
the surface of the mud flats near Belvelly. 
This is the site which has been pro- 
posed for development as an aerodrome in 
connection with the proposed establish- 
ment of a trans-Atlantic terminal air port 
at Cork Harbour, and it is significant 
that the famous aviator loitered over it at 
a low height for a sufficient length of time 
to enable him to study it closely. The 
tide was out at the time, and with little or 
no water on the mud flats there was no 
chance of the seaplane alighting there, 
even had Colonel Lindbergh so desired, 


OVER CORK CITY.

ARRIVAL IN GALWAY. 


A POWERFUL SEAPLANE. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT, 
GALWAY, Monday. 


Colonel C. ‘A. Lindbergh, accompanied 
by his wife, made a dramatic landing in 
Galway Harbour this afternoon. The in- 
trepid airman, flying a seven hundred and 
fifty horse-power single-engined Wright 
Cyclone seaplane, left Southampton water 
at 11.15 a.m., flew direct to Queenstown 
and Cork, circled over Valentia, and with- 
out landing anywhere in the South of 
Ireland came north along the coast to 
Galway. 

With fair visibility and a slight mist the 
Colonel’s seaplane hovered over Galway 
about 4.45 p.m. After doing one circle 
over the city Colonel Lindbergh brought 
his seaplane to rest just outside Nimo’s 
Pier, within four hundred yards from the 
Galway docks. Hundreds of citizens, who 
had apparently expected the visit, imme- 
diately rushed to the docks. 

In the setting sun the seaplane afforded 
a striking spectacle, with blue-black fusel- 
age, orange wings and silver floats. The 
seaplane at first came over Galway from 
the Clare side, flew up to the Corrib, 
circled back over the’ golf links and 
University College, and then made out to 
the Bay. A gentle north-east wind was 
blowing and Colonel Lindbergh made a 
perfect landing, coming to rest on the 
waters inside the Galway Lighthouse, and | 
within a hundred yards of South Park and 
the ancient Irish village of the Claddagh. 

THE CLADDAGH’S 
WELCOME.

J will be abroad at 6.30 to-morrow morning, 
when the refuelling of the seaplane will 
begin at the docks. 

The seaplane has a wing span of over 
forty feet, and the width of the dock gates 
is fifty-two feet. It will thus be seen that 
it is a delicate operation to taxi the ‘plane 
out to the open water. Colonel Lindbergh, 
however, expects to get away from Galway 
Harbour before 11 o’clock. He will proceed 
by air along the Connemara coast, over 
Sligo and north to Derry, and across the 
sea to Inverness, which is his next re- 
fuelling base. : 

Having made his survey of the West 
coast of Ireland, it is understood that 
Colonel Lindbergh and his wife will get 
back to their home as soon as possible. 

‘“T am terribly anxious to see my baby 
again,” said Mrs. Lindbergh. It is recog- 
nised that in any development of trans- 
oceanic travel by air between the Eastern’ 
end Western hemispheres the West coast 
of Ireland will be the key-point. 


AMERICAN VIEW. 

For the moment the view held in 
America is that it is the nearest point of 
land on the European Continent ; that the 
western harbours, most notably Galway, 
contain still and safe waters for the safe 
landing of heavy seaplanes in any weather, 
When the development of air travel over 
the oceans had gone a stage further, the 
question will have to be approached from 
the trans-Continental side, and sea ports 
and air ports in the eastern coast opposite 
to Galway, or whatever port is selected, 
will become a matter of first importance. 

Whilst Colonel Lindbergh courteously 
refuses to disclose the real purpose of his 
mission, he paid his tribute to the flight 
of Baron von Huenfield, Captain Koehl 
and Colonel Fitzmaurice, and to the more 
recent group flight of General Balbo’s 
Italian armada. The General, he said, had 
proved that, with sound judgment and the 
careful handling of a large number of sea- 
planes, it was quite possible to cross and 
re-cross the Atlantic Ocean in safety and 
security. 

I asked Colonel Lindbergh if he, con- 
sidered that a single-engined seaplane was 
safe for the hazardous work that he had 
undertaken. 

‘For the type of work that I am under- 

taking,” he answered, “it is quite the 
best kind of machine. The pontoons 
which I have fitted are designed to alight 
on the water with comparative safety, but 
in an emergency they could also alight on 
land.”’

A British and Irish vesse] was being loaded 


with cattle, sheep and other livestock by the 
company’s Drogheda staff, who are members 
of the Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union when a bus load of strike 
pickets from Dublin arrived on the quays 
and began to pickét alongside the vessel. An 
effort was made to get the local employés to 
join the strike, but this failed and the 
pickets, who numbered about .forty, then 
adopted a threatening attitude to .the 
Drogheda dockers, at whom shouts of 
“Scab”? and “' Blackleg”’ were directed. 

Matters assumed such a threatening atti- 
tude that a large force of Civic Guards had 
_to take up duty on the quays, and they re- 
mained there until the vessel was loaded and 
had sailed. i 

Meantime, the pickets, seeing that “their 
efforts to call out the Drogheda dockers were 
unavailing, proceeded to the centre of the 
town where they held a meeting of protest 
against the action of the Drogheda men. 


GUARDS DISPERSE CROWD. 

Late on Saturday night, when the ’bus- 
load of pickets were about to leave the town, 
some interchanges occurred between them and 
a crowd of Drogheda men, who had collected 
to watch their departure, and an ugly situa- 
tion again threatened.

There was no representative at the 
Five-Power Conference last December who 
has the least doubt but that the principles 
of equality which ‘were ‘accepted were 
accepted on condition that Germany, in 
the meantime, was going to contribute to 
the sense of security of the nations who 
were going to agree on disarmament. 
‘The British Government is not going to 
give up its attempts to secure an agreed 
scheme of disarmament. (Cheers.) We 
will study the conditions for ourselves ; 
we will adopt the methods we consider 
best fitted to get results, and certainly 
one of those methods is not to run away 
ourselves. It must be an international 
agreement. That is the’ policy we are 
going to apply. We shall consult; we 
shall exchange views, not against Ger- 
many, but upon international disarma- 
meut. 
What I would like to do is to ask 
Germany this—Has it said its last word? 
Does it think it has given Europe a chance 
to-do what I know for a fact a great part 
of Europe is very anxious to do—to get 
conditions which will enable it to appeal 
and say to Germany: “‘Alone, ‘what can 
you do?” 
I hope that the very first opportunity 
that presents itself will be seized upon by 
Germany to show by her actions that she 
is pursuing peace, and that she is anxious 
to return to a co-operation with the other 
nations of Europe, at any rate, a co- 
operation that will not ask her to forfeit 
either honour or self-respect. 
Lord Winterton, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Prime Minister, turned to 
him and said:—‘‘ So far as the Conserva- 
tive Party is concerned, we are willing to 
follow you. to the utmost degree in dis- 
armament, but it must be universal dis- 
armament. We will never consent to 
bilateral disarmament. ’”.

Viscount Cecil, speaking at a League of 
Nations Union meeting at Stafford last 
night, said:—What astonishes me is that 
ween we got to the point that it looked 
as if something was going to be done, 
Germany left the League and the Con- 
ference. This is an issue of almost in- 
credible importance, which may affect the 
people of the world. Yet we do not know 
exactly what has happened... The issue is 
wrapped in a certain amount of obscurity. 
Is not that the inevitable result of the 
persistence of secret diplomacy, which I 
think belongs to an age which ought to 
nave passed altogether? Of course, a 
great deal must be done by personal con- 
versations between one man and another. 
But what I protest against is what I 
believe to be almost universally bad— 
namely, when foiir, five or six representa- 
tives of Powers enter upon negotiations 
nominally in secret. If we are to save this 
situation, we must return to public nego- 
tiations, The vast majority of the peoples 
of the world are, I believe, passionately 
anxious for peace.

Dr. Elkin, lacturet in anthropology at Sydney 
University, declares that ‘‘ this similarity ve 
the ma erprints of man and ape tends 
prove the general theory of a ae finite is. 
tionship. 'beiween the ape stock and the human 
stock.’ 

“It points to a common ancestor,”’ he says, 

“and thus heips to vindicate the theory 
first enunciated by Darwin.” Mr. Childs ex- 
plained that 25 years ago he took the finger- 
prints of a ta agg Ngee were agit the 
possession of t police fingerprint depart- 
ment. Recently he thought of taking said 
of an orang-outang for purposes of compari- 


son 
“I found that the prints of the chimpanzee 
were all of an incomplete type,” he said. 
“ There were ridges with the usual character- 
istics, but they all ran to the one plan or 
ttern. The orang-outang has been clas3i- 
hed ed as oe? hr coll in :ntelligence to the chim- 
king at the prints of both 
animals: 1 éir say that the orang-outang 
is biologically closer to man. Its finger- 
— are of a varied pattern like those of 
uman beings. The prints of both thumbs 


are of the ‘whorl’ pattern, but other prints 
which were taken show other patterns. The 
* stringy ’ 


ridges appear to be slightly mure 

than hess af a human bein —that is to say, 

they are not so clear! defined—but that 

might be due to the difficulty in taking the 
ints.’ 

Mr. Childs added that recently representa- 
tive fingerprints had been sent to him of a 
number of primitive peoples, including wild 
tribes in Central New Guinea, half civilised 
aborigines from Central Australia, and the 
Basutos of Africa. In every case they were 
of the same complete type as those of white 
people of higher civilisations. That seemed 
to prove conclusively that fingerprints did 
not indicate the degree of mentality or state 
of civilisation of human beings.

TETRAZZINI. 


HER FAREWELL TOUR 
OF BRITAIN.

The decision of Madame Luisa Tetrazzini to 
undertake a first, and final, farewell tour of 
Britain, may well be considered as the close 
of an epoch in the history of vocal music. 
For more than thirty years Signora Tetrazzini 
has dominated the world of singing. Born in 
Florence, she became a prima donna at 
sixteen, making her debut in the leading role 
in “‘L Africana,’ at the Teatro Verdi, of her 
native city, in 1895. Offers to sing in Rome 
were immediately forthcoming, and a 
triumphant season followed, the first night 
and many subsequent performances being 
attended by the King and Queen of Italy. 

At the conclusion of her first season in 
Rome, Tetrazzini was invited to go to Buenos 


Aires as the prima donna in the chief opera 
house in Argentina, at a salary of 4 
month. Family objections on the score of 


youth were overcome, and, with a chaperone, 
the young Luisa sailed from Genoa. That 
season the opera house in Buenos Aires was 
packed for every performance. Tetrazzini. 
still in her ‘teens, now turned impresario, 
and managed with triumphant success many 
extensive tours of South America, spending 
altogether four years in the Continent. 

Returning home, she journeyed straight to 
Russia, where she first sang with Caruso, 
and thence to Mexico, where the by now 
customary successes awaited her, extending 
over five seasons. Acclaimed wherever she 
sang, in the Latin Republics, Spain, Russia, 
Germany and Austria, Madame Tetrazzini 
was for ten years known as one of the 
greatest sopranos the world has seen before 
she appeared in London. 

On November 2nd, 1907, ‘Tetrazzini_ made 
her first appearance in London at the Covent 
Garden Opera House to an audience which 
barely half filled the theatre. After the Press 
notices the following morning seats for the 
rest of the season were at a premium. A 
similar conquest of New York followed. 

Madame Tetrazzini’s tour begins at Reading 
on October 18th. ‘thereafter she visits 
Bournemouth, October 22nd ; Doncaster, Octo- 
ber 25th; Eastbourne, October 28th; Leeds, 
October Bist ; Taunton, November 2nd; Tor- 
uay, November 4th; Plymouth, November 
Áth; Folkestone, November 9th and London, 
Royal Albert Hall, November 12th. 

In Mr. Harold ‘Holt’s International Cele- 
brity series she will visit Middlesbrough on 
November 14th, Leicester November 16th, 
Glasgow November 20th, Dundee November 
23rd, Manchester November 25th, Bristol

“HAT Japan has been pre-ordained to 
deliver the Jews from oppression and 
lead them back to the Promised Land, 

ait the League of Nations is the toreruuner 
of the Anti-Christ, is the theory of Bishop 
nese Holiness Church. 

He formed his t theory after a study of the 
Bible, states Reuter, from Tokio, and 
expounds his doctrine in a booklet entitled 
“An Unkrlown Nation.” Passages trom 
Isaiah and the Book of Revelations form the 
basis of his reasonings. He identifies Japan 
with the “ nation that Thou knowest not, and 
a nation that knew not Thee” (Isaiah 55, d), 
and with the “ angel ascending irom the east, 
having the seal of the living God,’ 
mentiored in the seventh chapter of the 
book of Revelations. 

In regard to this second quotation, he 
points oat that, in the Revised Version, 
"from the east ”” is translated “from the 
sunriainw in iii words, “from (the Land 
of) the “Rising Sun,’ namely, Japan. ‘The 
‘* four angels standing on the four corners ot 
the earth,’’ mentioned in the same passage, 
he identifies with ‘‘the four great races oi 
Anglo-Saxons, Latins, Slavs and Teutons.” 


FINAL WORLD WAR. 


He asserts that the passage in question can 
only ba construed as foretelling a final world 
war, terminating in the national restoration 
of the Jewish people through the instru- 
‘mentality of the people of the Land of the 
Rising Sun, which will be forced to restrain 
the warring nations “in the vicinity of 
Baghdad,” 

In developing this thesis and emphasising 
~~ reat mission pre-ordained in the Bible 

> Sapek Bishop Nakada stresses the fact 
oe ‘“xmong the Five Great Powers of the 
World to-day, Japan alone has never perse- 
cuted the Jews.’ Bishop Nakada expresses 
his conviction that the League of Nations 1s 
of a kind that says, “Peace, peace, when 
there is na peace.’ and that ultimately it 
will “be controlled by one man, the anti- 
Christ, who will be the leading figure during 
the time of the great tribulation.” 

The whole world, he points out, is to meet 
with tremendous adversities and sufferings 
during the years of tribulation foretold in the 


Scriptures, but the greatest sufferers will be 


the Jews. Finally, however, will come a 
mighty nation with the allotted task of 
gathering the scattered Jews together from 
the four corners of the earth and delivering 
them. 

“ A great world war will break out during 
the time of tribulation, and it is then that 
the divine sanction will be given to Japan to 
suppress the white peoples (who have for so 
long persecuted the Jews) and enable the Jews 
to return to their native land, Palestine.”’ 

lt is because all this has been pre-ordained, 
according to Bishop Nakada, that permanent 
world peace can never be attained through 
such organisations as the League of Nations 
or through any other purely human efforts. 
Not until the Bible prophecies have been ful- 
filled by the deliverance of the Jews through 
the agency of Japanese arms will “ wars be 
made to cease throughout the world ’’ and 
the Millennium will arrive.

ABUSE OF THE RED 
ENSIGN.

BALTIC LIOUOR SMUGGLERS 
NOT BRITÍSH. 


The agreement that has been signed by 
the British and Finnish Governments, very 
much on the lines of the famous Liquor 
Smuggling Convention of 1924, between the 
United Kingdom and the United States. is 
satisfactory as far as it goes in showing that 
the British Government has no inteation of 
allowing the flying of the British flag to be 
used as an excuse for breaking the laws of 
another country, and that it 1s willing to 
take a reasonable view of other Governments’ 
efforts to enforce their laws. 

But experience with the U.S, Convention 
has shown that even this reasonabie view does 
not put an end to the trouble that mav be 
caused by the pragq ice, save the Shipbuild- 
ing and Shipping ecord. There are bound 
to he lnopholes lett in any agreement, and there 
were many cases of rum-running under the 
Red Ensign. which, in spite of all friendly 
concessions, led to bad feeling fanned by 
the anti-British interests in America. 

It is highly probable that the Same thing 
will occur in Finland, where the recent trade 
treaty with Britain does not please many of 
our rivals, and one cannot help thinking that 
the better method would be to restrict the 
use of the Red Ensign to the ships which 
are really entitled to it. 

Nobody pretends that the s mag SS on the 
Finnish coaat are really British; the British 
flag is only a camouflage. The deliberate 
blowing up of one of the Finnish coast- 
guard patrol boats recently was a case in

FIRE LOSSES. AT 
FA GHÁ 


SHIP DESIGNERS’ 
DISCUSSION. 


— 
SCHEME TO AVERT 
OUTBREAKS. - 


——— 


HE prevention and control of fire in 
a8 ships was: considered at a meeting of 
the Society of Consulting and Marine 
Engineers and Ship Surveyors, at which Mr. 
Arthur R. 1. Woods, formerly general manager 
of the Nelson Lines and now a director of 
the Nelson Steam Navigation Company, read 
a paper, in the course of which he gave a 
number of practical suggestions for prevent- 
ing and dealing with fire. He said that the 
present Board of Trade regulations for all 
classes of vessels were adequate, whether at 
sea or in port,«always supposthg these re- 
gulations were faithfully carried out. Pre- 
vention was better than cure, and he strongly 
advocated the patrol system on board. Fire- 
fighters should be formed in every ship (in 
some vessels probably something of that de- 
scription was already in existence), the men 
being. specially trained for the work or hav- 
ing special qualifications. A certificate could 
be granted to each man becoming proficient 
in the same way as the present boat certi- 
ficates. It would not need a costly organisa- 
tion. 
Those willing to enrol for this special fire 
duty on board would need to know certain 
eneral rules to be adopted in the case of 
fire, special opportunities being afforded to 
the men for gaining these certificates of pro- 
ficiency. The number from each department 
forming the fire fighting staff would have to 
be determined according to the size of the 
vessel and the number of passengers carried, 
if any. One or more from each department 
would be on service night and day, forming 
part of the watch while the ship was in 
commission, special arrangements being made 
for port service. This service could easily be 
cartied out in conjunction with other duties, 
the idea being to ensure that a watchful eye 
was kept over all parts of the ship, 


FIRE-RESISTING PAINT. 


The Board of Trade rules allowed a maxi- 
mum length of alleyway, to 15lft., at either 
end of which must be provided water and 
fire proof doors. He recommended or sug- 
gested for further isolation the introduction 
of fire-retarding obstruents, doors or blanket 
screens, at intervals where the best results 
might be looked for. 

he treatment of all passenger spaces should 


be taken into special consideration and in” 


conjunction with the rest of the accommoda- 
tion. All long fore and aft alleyways should 
be broken up and baffled. ‘These projections 
should be, at least, 15 times wider than the 
width of the alleyway. Alternativelv, there 
should be swing fire-resisting doors, composed 
of wood treated with non-inflammable paint 
and filled with blue asbestos, or a fire-resistin 
curtain suspended from the under pm 
sufficiently heavy to keep it well hanging. 
The wooden baffle doors should be treated 
on both sides with some fire-resisting paint 
and the protection afforded would greatly re- 
tard the heat transference from either. side 
spreading and thus keep the fire located: within 
the eo, Ae area and arrest its progress. 


STAIRCASE DANGER, 


Staircases should be specially considered, as 
they formed an uptake chimney and induced 
draught. Every effort should be made to keep 
these as isolated as possible from the fore and 
aft alleyways on all decks. There was one 
means of doing this, by introducing fire-resist- 
ing baffles on port and starboard alleyways, 
placed forward and aft of the main staircases 
on the different decks. The breaking up of 
these alleyways would retard the flow of air, 
and when the asbestos curtains or doors were 
in action would retard the fire travelling 
towards these main shafts. All woodwork 
forming state-rooms and alleyways should be 
treated with non-inflammable paint. 

State-rooms should be isolated. In all 
passenger ships every state-room should 
be able to be dealt with on its own. 
By making provision that each room 
should be abie to control itself, the 
danger of a large fire being created would be 


| used, one sprinkler should be provided for 
| each state room, allowing that the superficial 
area did not exceed 10ft. square. When 
}any sprinkler started operating, it should 
make some connection with the electric push- 
bell svstem already fitted, which would indi- 
cate the cabin affected and would be equiva- 
lent to a fire alarm, as the ringing would be 
continuous. 

Timber was the best non-conductor, but it 
must be treated hy impregnation or by the 
use of some reliable non-inflammable paint to 
make it fire-retarding. Careful investigation 
as to the merits of the paint or impregnating 
materials should he made before adoption. 
Another method was the treatment of wood 
decks with zine chloride, 


STEAM AS FIRE FOE. 


Steam was very efficient for extinguishing 
fires, provided the steam was kept right up 
to its work. Steam was extremely light in 
weight—much lighter than air. Fire would 
burn only as long as it had oxygen; when the 
supply ceased the fire went out, and, as 
neither holds nor bunkers were air-tight, it 
was, therefore. necessary to have this defect 
remedied where possible if steam was to be 
us 

The “‘ emulsion system ” was quite modern 
and ingenious, being specially applied to put 
out oil fires by the use of water only. ‘The 
idea was to bombard the surface of the burn- 
ing oil by bringing into use sprayers so 
distributed as to control, for instance, about 
12it. square. The effect was that the burning 
oil was broken up into innumerable tiny 
globules and each surrounded in a film of 
water. 

For mechanical ventilation in large 
passenger liners a very complicated general 
arrangement was necessary, and had to he 
thought out and designed very carefully for 
each type of ship under construction. ‘There 
were many well-known methods that could be 
adopted. ‘The system might be broken up 
into smaller units than had been the general 
practice, and these units should be under 

special control, so that in the event of a fire 

e special section affected might be governed, 
ere materially interfering with the rest 
of the ventilation of the ship. 


THE PIONEER COLLIER. 


EIGHTY-TWO YEARS ON HIGH 
SEAS UNDER FOUR FLAGS. - 


The foundering of the steamer Villa Selgas 
off the Spanish coast 1s a historic event. Even 
if it were only marking the end of a steamer 
that had been on active service for eighty- 
two years it would be remarkable enough, 
but she is a ship which has her own very. 
distinct place in history. She was built as 
the John Bowes, the first steamer specially 
designed to carry coal from the North-East 
Coast of England to the Thames. — Rail trans- 

rt for coal to the metropolis was in its 
infancy then, and the John Bowes was 
designed primarily . to compete with. the 
enormous number oí sailing colliers which 
were then in regular commission, something 
like 1,000 sail, and to overcome their 
inherent disadvantages of dependence on the 
wind and slow discharging. 

The vessel did her round trip in about, six 
days, against the average of a mont¥ -some- 
times very much more—of the Geo‘ ale brig, 
and when she had proved her value on 
service, overcame the second great handicap 
to the sailing collier, the matter of ballast. 
To begin with, she took in chalk like the 
sailing vessels, but before very long expert- 
mented with water in barrels, which were soid 
at the end of the voyage, and was finally 
fitted with the first water ballast tanks before 
and abatt the machinery space. 

Charles Palmer, the founder of Palmer's 
Shipbuilding and [ron Company, had staked 
his reputation on her success, and triumphed 
over all the critics. 

She had a good many alterations during her 
long career, beginning with the substitution 
of a single engine for two little simple 
engines that were on@ fially geared to her 
single shaft, and finifning with the abolition 
of her auxiliary sail power and the substitu- 
tion of a straight stem for the old-fashioned 
clipper bow and bowsprit. 

hs day she has flown the British, 
Norwegian, Swedish and Spamsh flags, and 
has changed hands many times, but her long 
life was a great tribute to Palmer's building, 
just as the enormous fleet of steam colliers 
afloat to-day is a tribute to his — and 
Fós sá —Shipbuilding and Shipping 

ecord. 
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
